When 
these officers have returned, the 
third batch, made up of regimental 
commanders, will follow—Canton 
New Agency.

| NO DAMAGE IN HONG KONG 


No damage was caused at Hong 
Kong. by.-yesterday’s. “blow” and, 
in fact, it could hardly be said 
that the city was visited even hy 
the proverbial “tail” of the 
typhoon. af a8 

Gale force was felt at Waglan 
{at the south-east approach +o 
Hong Kong Island),- however, at 
3 am. yesterday and 1 a.m. to- 
day. 

At six o’clock this morning the 
centre was within. 100 miles of 
the coast. of Indo-China and ‘it 
will probably enter the coast this 


afternoon. 


Harbour Office Error 

This morning the followmg 
notice was posted at the Harbour 
Office: Typhoon. is Lat. 18 W.. 
Long. 108 E., moving W.N.W., in- 
tensity unknown.’ The notice 
purported to have been put_up at 
10.40 p.m. to-day, obviously a 
foolish error, but a serious one 
in view of the subject matter. 

A’ master mariner told a “China 
Mail” man to-day that that part 
of the South China Sea between 
Hainan -and Tongking had had 
three storms in seven days, refcr- 
ring to the typhoon last week- 
end, the one reaching Indo-China 
to-day, and another géle. 

300 Miles Away 

This last typhoon was not at 
any time nearer than 200 miles to 
Hong Kong. It kept on in its ori- 
ginal direction, W.N.W., and fol- 
lowed the track which is usual 
for typhoons at this time of the 
year, without any marked curving 
northward in the direction of 
Hong. Kong and vicinity. . 

The total. rainfall was 2.82 
inches, 1.55 inches of. which fell 
between midnight last night and 
10.380 a.m. to-day. : 

The barometer record at the 
Royal Observatory was not charac- 
terised by. any .remarkable fall. 
In fact the barometer actually 
rose at different stages of the ty- 
phoon’s approach, owing to the 
establishment of slight north-east 
Mensoon.. conditions along the 
China Coast.

| About nine months ago, has been

ful bidder will be made known . 
to-morrow. 

Meanwhile the Admiralty has 
ordered that. the “Cassum,” if sold 
to other than a Rritish subject, 
has to be broken up, and, if sold 
to a British subject, she is allow- 
ed to remain a merchant ship. 

As a British patrol boat up the 
Yangtsze the “Woodlark” had en- 
joyed a successful career; her 
presence in any of the Northern 
ports was ever welcomed by Bri- 
tish subjects, 


Spell of. Bad ‘Lud 


As a merehantman, this vessel 
had a run of hard luck. The mo- 
ment she .was re-ehristened the 
‘Cassum”. in Shanghai, after pass- 
ing hands, she waa brought down 
to Hong Kong. On the way she 
encountered a heavy typhoon, and 
was badly buffeted, At.one time 
great anxiety was felt both here 
and at Shanghai as to her safety. 
[t later transpired that she had 
to steam into Wenchow for. re- 
fuge, 

Then, on arrival at Hong Kong, 
she was placed .on the Wuchow 
tun. From a financial aspect, she 
was not an asset to her new own- 
er. Then came the typhoon of a 
fortnight ago, and the “Cassum” 
was driven against the rocks off 
Laichikok. She was badly damag- 
ed, and’ her owner had to ‘look 
upon her as a total loss. 

To cap it all, now comes the 
order from the Admiralty. Under 


.| the conditions of sale, she cannot _ 


possibly fetch a good price. if sold 
to Chinese to break her up, and 
it is feared that among the ten- 
derers there may be very few Bri- 
tish subjects.

NEWS OF “NAH HOI” 


Canton, Yesterday. 

According to a telegram received

Large Increases 


In ‘Expenditure 


FURTHER LOAN NECESSARY 


Colonial Secretary On Government’s Duty_ 


The Colonial Secretary (the Hon. Mr. W. T. Southorn, C.M.G.) 
in introducing the Budget at yesterday's Legislative Gouncil meet- 
ing said that there were big increases of expenditure all round and 
that a further loan would be raised to meet expenses. .: 

‘The Government’s duty was to uvertake the arrears of the past 
few years, when economy was essential, and improvements especially 
in social and medical services were necessary. - Air Services, the 


Kowloon-Canton Railway, and the Harbour all needed substantial} 
. \ . : : ' -Ition of disease generally.

The Colonial Secretary said:— 

By Your Excellency’s command I 
rise to move-the First Reading of a 
Bill intituled “An Ordinance to 
apply a sum not exceeding twenty- 
two million and thirty-eight thou- 
sand eight hundred -and seventy- 
nine dollars to the Public service 
of the year 1930.” = 

It has been my practice, ‘Sir, on 
the three occasions on which I have 
been privileged to be connected 
with the introduction of the Annual 
Budget to preface my own or in one 
ease the Acting Colonial Sécretary’s 
remarks with a review of the 
Colony’s financial position and with 
a forecast of the probable position 
in-the near future. This year 1 am 
relicved of this duty by an innova- 
tion which will I trust meet with 
the approval of Hon. Members. On 
Your Excellency’s instructions the 
Hon. Treasurer has prepared ‘a 
memorandum on the financial posi- 
tion of the Colony which includes 
a review of the revenue for 1928, 
a revised estimate. of revente for 
the present year, an estimate of re- 
venue for next year, and a forecast 
of the position as he foresees it at 
the beginning of the next financial 
year, It is sufficient therefore for 


me to say that the Government ex- | 


pects the present year’s revenue to 
be slightly less than the expendl- 
ture with an estimated deficit of 
$879,368 and that it anticipates a 
total surplus balance at the end of 
19299 of $7,712,265 of which 
$6,224,977 is expected to be liquid 
and available for expenditure. The 
revenue for next year has been 
estimated at $22,712,920 nearly the 


io-! same figure as our revised estimate 


for the current year, and with our 
estimated: liquid balance of 


36,224,977, will give a total sum of 
$28,937,897, to meet the needs of 
the Colony during the year 1930. 
It will-be seen that we take a rea- 
sonably optimistic view of the fu- 
ture revenue and financial posi- 
tion of the Colony, and I think the 
Colony is to be congratulated on 
having surmounted what was prob- 
ably the most-serious water famine 
in its history ‘without a heavier 
strain on its finances. I should 
like to take this opportunity of 
placing on-record in this Council 
the Government's very high appre- 
Giation of the services rendered 
alike by Unofficial members of the 
community and by its own Govern- 
ment officers wherehy the Colony 
was enabled ta surmount a very 
serious crisis. 


Surplus Balances 


The surplus balances may seem 
high but we must not flatter our- 
selves too much on this apparently 
pleasing feature of our finances for 
it has to be remembered that the 
balances have had restored to them 
just under two million dollars 
which had heen advanced on loan 
works while heavy special expendi- 
ture on Water Works, Harbour 
Dredging and the Kai Tak Aero- 
drome, works which, in former days 
would have been met from revenue 
or surplus balances, has been 
charged to Loan Funds te an 
amount already exceeding the full 
‘amount of our recent $5,000,000 
loan. 

As was foreshadowed when 
the Budget was. introduced 
last year, the remaining $2,000,000 
of the Public’ Works (1927) 
Loan was. raised in

Hon. Members much _ informa- 
tion on points of detail and will, 
1 hope, justify me in restricting 
myself to the broader aspects of the

Hon. Members will see that the 
total experiditure is. estimated at. 
$27,268,515 of. which $1,787,650 is 
required for Public Works Recur- 
rent and. 33,840,750 for Public 
Works Extraordinary, while I need 
hardly remind Hon. Members that 
the Bill now before them, in which 
the total. expenditure is given as 
$22,038,879 does not include the 


_ sums of $3,865,560 for Military Con- 


‘tribution and $1,364,076 for Public 
Debt Charges though these. items 
are included in the printed Estim- 
ates 6f Expenditure. 

There are increases under nearly 
‘every Head and in explanation of 
this I would observe that for the 
last few years owing to the neces- 
sity for severe economy depart- 
ments have been working on a very 
narrow margin as regards 
personnel and | normal  recur- 
rent expenditure. Though the 
Colony has since 1925 been passing 
through. very difficult times the 
necessary activities and conse- 
quently the necessary expenditure 
of the Government have shown a 
tendency. to increase as the 
Government accepts more and 
more responsibility for the 
Health, Sanitation, Education, 
Development and Protection of the 
Colony and its inhabitants. This 
increase is inevitable unless the 
Colony is content to stagnate and 
to recede from its proud position as 
one of the most progressive and up- 
to-date Colonies of the British Em- 
pire, and the increase is reflected 
largely in the Personal. Emolument 
votes as thé activities involve in- 
creases in the supervising, clerical 
and subordinate staffs. How long 
we can continue to finance this in- 
erease without recourse to increas- 
ed taxation it is impossible to fore- 
tell; we are fortunate to be able to 
earry on for the present with no 
increase in our present -compara- 
tively light burden- of. taxation but 
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works, always excepting of course- 
ithe loan works and particularly the 


Water Works with which Your-Ex- 
cellency has dealt so ably and s0 
exhaustively at an earlier stage of 
our. proceedings this afternoon. I 
venture to think that the most strik- 
ing features of the Budget are the 
introduction of entirely new activi- 
ties represented by Heads 13.B, Air 
Services, © ,33B. Hong- Kong 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, 
the: restoration under Head: 
12. of. one which ~had ~ been 
discontinued, . viz, the Statis- 
tical Branch of the Imports and Ex- 
ports Department and the attempt 
which is to be made,next year under 
the experienced direction of my 
Hon, friend the Director of Medical 
and Sanitary Services td deal with

Under Head 6. Hon. Members 
wil] notice the inclusion of a new 
post of Chinese Assistant to the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs. The 
Government considers .that the 
Senior Chinese staff of this very 
important office requires strength- 
ening by this new post.- . 


4 - Wireless Telegraphy 


Hon. Members will also notice’ 


the introduction under Head 11. of 
special provision for the adminis- 
trative side of the wireless tele- 
graph service under the control of 
the Post Master General. The 
technical control will remain in the 
Public Works Department. in the 


hands of the Electrical Engineer. 


and due provision for that side of 
the work will be found under Heads 
29, 30 and 31. The administration 
however is naturally one which has 
close connection with the Postal 
Service and it has been considered 
advisable-to make definite alloca- 
tion for this under the Head Post 
Office at a cost of $120,708 which 
consists largely of posts transfer 
red from other departments and 
from daily paid labour. 

The increase of $113,000 under 
Imports and Exports is explained 
by the cost of establishing the 
Statistical Branch to which I have 
aJready referred.’ The abolition of 
the Statistical Department has been 
the subject of acute local contro- 
versy and-I personally sympathize 
with those who regard it as a slur 
on oir administration that we do 
not possess,reasonably accurate 
statistics of the Colony’s trade. ‘YT 
am not however with those who 
would take half-measures. If the 
Government undertakes this work 


it should do it properly and bring | 


out complete statistics at monthly 
intervals and as quickly as possible 
after the end of each month. It is 
not work which can be done cheap- 
ly.

It will be seen that 
provision is included for the sub- 
sidies without which Commercial 
Aviation and a Flying Glub are im- 
possible. . Much public interest has 
been shown in. both of. these 
schemes and I trust that Hon. Mem- 
bers will agree with the Govern- 
ment that money must now be pro- 
vided for the encouragement © of 
Aviation locally if Hong Kong is to 
take its proper place in the rapidly 
developing sphere of Air Travel. 

Under Head 15, Fire Brigade, 
will be found provision of a sum of 
$150,000 for a Motor Fire’ Float. 
At present there are only two Fire

months. The lowest rainfall ever ; 
Previously. recorded in this Colony 
for. twelve consecutive months | 
was 45.83 Inches in 1895. ' The} 
recent’ drought was, therefore, ; 
much the most severa in the 
Colony’s history and its effect was 
such that on July 11, 1929- when 
our island reservoirs were at 
their lowest, the total water stor- 
age in Hong Kong was only 150 
million gallons, while on June 8,, 
1929, when our mainland reser- 
voirs were at their lowest, the 
total water storage in Kowloon 
was only 79 million gallons. 
This means that the island and 
mainland reservoirs were so de- 
pleted that no more than 7 per 
cent. and. 15 per cent. respective- 
ly of their aggregate capacities 
remained in storage. Since July 
12 we have fortunately had heavy 
rains and our anxieties have been 
somewhat relieved. ‘But -it has 
brought home to every resident in 
this Colony in an unmistakable 
manner that our water problem is: 
the most pressing and the most 
important of our domestic pro- 
blems;-and it is quite clear to all 
of us that an adequate solution of 
this problem is imperative. 
Therefore, as a preliminary to our 
deliberations over next year's 
budget, I wish to place before you 
the history in brief outline of the 
Colony’s waterwerks, a descrip- 
tion of our present position with 
respect to water supply, and a 
statement of the waterworks’ 
policy which we intend to pursue 
in the near future and of the goal 

we aim at. 


Back To 1841 


The construction of residential 
and business premises ~on’ Hong 
Kong island began in March, 
1841, when. Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson & Company erected the 
substantial house and 
godowns at East-Point. The mer- 
eantile centre of the- Colony was 
at the ouwet in Wong-nai-ch’ung 
valley and Chinese settlement be- 
gan to the west. of that valley. 
The water supply. for these early 
settlers came from-the fine moun- 
tain-stream which ‘gives the valley - 
its name, and-- which makes its” 
way into the ‘hartour.-through 
what is now known .as. the Bow-~ 
rington Canal.’, The go-called Blue 
Pool in’ this stream provided a 
amall storage; and it is interest- 
ing to note that during the recent 
water emergency this. pool, which j 
was reconstructed. by’: the city:

In The Year 1860 

The next step was taken in 
1860, when two tanks were con- 
structed in Bonham-road for the 
city supply; and once “again I 
note that tanks have during the 
recent emergency proved -to he 
one of the most useful means of 
The two 
tenks built in 1860 were, three 
years later, connected by an aque- 
duct with. Pok-fu-lam, ‘where in 
1863 the Colony’s first storage re- 
servoir was completed. In that 
year the population of Hong Kong 
had increased to 124,850- souls, of 
whom 3,149 were non-Chinese. 

The Pok-fu-lam scheme, like so’ 
many of the Colony’s waterworks. 
was developed by successive 
stages. In 1863 the capacity of 
this reservoir was only two. mil- 
lion gallons. In 1871 by recon- 
struction its storage was increased 
to 66 million gallons: and in 1895 
an additionai 4,400,000 gallons 
were impounded ' by the use of 
boards, making the total capacity 
of Pok-fu-lam reservoir 76,400,000 
gallons, Meanwhile, in 1877, the 
conduit between Pok-fu-lam and 
the city was reconstructed; and, 
in 1890, four filter beds for this 
reservoir were built with an area 
of 1,360 square-yards. | 

Tytam Valley . 

The second, and by far the 
largest, of the storage schemes on 
the island is that in the Tytam 
valley. The original section of 
this scheme was completed in 
1889. It provided for a storage 
reservoir of 312,330,000 gallons, a 
tunnel 1.88 miles long, a conduit 
three miles long, and a service re- 
servoir with a capacity. of 
5,700,000 gallons’ In 1897 the 
dam was raised to impound an 
additiona] 72,470,000 gallons. The 
capacity of Tytam reservoir thus 
became 384,800,000 gallons, and 
hy using boards this: was further 
increased to a total of 407 million 
gallons.. -Meanwhile, in 1891, the 


-Peak,. which had previously been 


dependent on well water, was 
supplied from: the city waterworks 
by pumping; and, in 1892, the city 
waterworks distribution scheme 
was completed. 


In 1899 was completed the small 


Wong-nai-ch'ung reservoir with a 
eapacity of 30,340,000. gallons, in- 
ereased to 33,994,000 gallons by 
‘the :use-of boards; and in that 
year the total capacity of all stor- 
age reservoirs on the island, with 
boards in use, was 611,394,000 
‘gallons. It ig not now consider- 
ed safe to increase the depth of 
water in the ‘Pok-fi-lam and 
Wong-nai-ch’ung reservoirs by: the 
use of boards.: Both -these old re- 
servoirs leak and the’ leakage i: 

ereases, when boards are fixed. 
Moreover, as Tytam-reservoir now 
overflows - into -Tytam-tuk reser- 
voir, the use of boards in connee- 
tion with it has been discontinu- 
ed. The total capacity of these 
reservoirs has thus been reduced 
from: 511,394,000 “gallons in 1899

Two 
small: schemes on the. mainland 
should. however, be mentioned at 
this point. : 
Gravitation System 
In . 1920. the Royal 
Kong Golf Club requested 
Government to supply -water to 
the links and club-houses at Fan- 
ling; and, as private residential 
development also had begun -in 
the vicinity, a gravitation system 
was constructed to supply the dis- 
trict, water being obtained from a 
perennial stream to the west of 
the golf course. The distribution 
system now extends from Fan-ling 
village to Kam-tsin village and 
the. average daily consumption 
this year has been about 17,000 
gallons. It was further decided, 
in 1922, to place the Taipo water 
supply on a more satisfactory 
basis. Prjor to that year houses 
in the neighbourhood of Taipo 
were supplied from sources of 
doubtful purity, and .Taipo Market 
itself was dependent on wells. 
An intake. has now been formed 
in a large stream near Taino; all 
cultivated ground above the in- 
take has -been resumed and the 
catchment area has been made 
into a forestry reserve. A 4” 
main has-been laid and supplies 
Taipo Market and other villages 
as well as the residential build- 
ings in the vicinity. The. daily 
consumption at present amounts 
to 40,000 gallons, 
Meanwhile further storage re- | 
servoirs were also being built on 
Hong Kong island in the Tytam

servoir, with ‘a capacity of 
22.370,000 gallons, was completed 
in 1904; and the so-called Inter- 
mediate’ Reservoir in  Tytam 
valley, with a capacity of 
195,914,000. gallons, was complet- 
ed in 1807. Work on the Tytam- 
tuk scheme began in 1913 and 
was completed on October . 22, 
1917. These works comprise a 
storage reservoir, practically’ at 
sea-level, with a capacity of 1.419 
million’ gallons, 4 pumping-station 
capable of raising 9 million gal- 
lons a day to Tvtam Tunnel, two 
suction mains. of 18” - diameter 
and half a mile in length, and 
three rising mains of 18” dia- 
meter and 1.93 miles in length. 
Three Small Schemes 

Three more small schemes must 
be mentioned for the sake of com- 
pleteness. In 1914 a ‘service re- 
servoir and two filter-beds were 
constructed. to supply the Shau-ki- 
wan district with water collected 
from intakes in streams on the 
eastern slopes of Mount Parker. 
A supply of about 200,000 gallons 
a day is obtained from this 
source. In 1922 a balance tank 
was built and a 8” pipe-line, cap- 
able of yielding 75,000 gallons a 
day, was laid from Wong-nai- 
ch’ung reservoir to serve the new 
development in. Repulse. Bay. 
Finally, this year, a similar pipe- 
line and balance tank have been 
built . connecting the Stanley 
peninsula with the Tytam supply 
and capable of yielding nearly 
100,000 gallons a day. 

No further storage reservoirs 
have as yet been constructed -in 
Hong Kong, and the total capacity 
of the six storage reservoirs built 
by Government” on the island— 
namely, _Pok-fu-lam, Wong-nai- 
ch’ung, Tytam, Tytam Byewash, 
Tytam Intermediate and Tytamtuk 
—is  2,118,414,000 gallons. The 
population of Hong Kong island 
cannot now be less than. 600,000 
souls. -- Thus the storage,. which 
in 1863. was-no-more . than 16 
gallons a head, and in‘ 1899 was 
only 1,972 gallons a head, ja now 
8,530 gallons a head. - 

_ Private Enterprise

60,000 gallons a,day; and, in 
order to improve this supply, the 
Government in 1897 constructed a 
smali covered service reservoir 
and three filter-beds.. The Com- 
pany’s own reservoir was, how- 
ever, resunmied by the Hong Kong 
Government in March last, as an 
initial step towards the extension 
of the waterworks in Aberdeen 
valley, a matter to which I shall 
revert. later on. The Ap-li-chau 
supply was. obtaindd by -water- 
boata until: 1928, when a 2” pipe- 
line wag laid across the bed of 
Aberdeen harbour to give this 
small island a direct service. 
Question -of Distribution 

I now pass from the subject of 
water, storage to _ that of . water 
On the mainiand, 
where sturage of. water has’ for- 
tunately hiikerto kept ‘pace with 
the growth of the population, it 
is now the policy of Government 
to give’ all premises a metered 
supply through the mains. But : 
on the island, where in times of 
drought the water storage has 
often been insufficient 
the needs of the resident popula- 
tion, a more. complicated” system 
of distribution - grew up. Under 
the legislation of ithe years 1895 
to 1898 the system of supply was 
as follows:— 

(a) Within the. City of Vie- 
toria water for domestic purposes 
was supplicd without check or re- 
straint of any kind through ser- 
vices laid on to the houses. Any 
house could have its service. 
Meters were fixed only in the éase 
af supplies for trade or non- 
domestic purposes. . 

(b) Outside the City of Vic- 
toria the supply of water to Chin- 
ese houses was entirely by megns 
of public fountains, Servicea for 
the supply of water for domestic 
purposes were permitted to Euro- 
pean houses only, and in the case 
of all services meters had to be 
fixed, 

{e) A uniform rate, both in- 
side and outside the city, of 2 per 
eent. per annum on the rating 
valuation was charged on, account. 
of water. In the ease of all 
metered supplies, the water con- 
sumed was charged for at the 
rate of 25 cents per thousand 
gallons, a rebate of 1.1/3 per 
cent. per annum on the rating 
valuation being made from the 
accounts. 

Strange Anomalies =~

Universal Meterage 

A bill was drafted, which provid- 
ed for universal meterage,. and 
“exeess consumption” was defined 
in it as any quantity of water as- 
‘certained by a meter as having 
been used in a tenement in ex~ 
cess of a quarterly allowance 
which, at 50 cents per thousand 
gallons, would be equal to 1/3 per 
cent, of.-the annual rating valua- 
tion of the said tenements. 
Under such a system of computa- 
tion, the “free supply of water 
in a Chinese house inhabited by 
the poorer classes would, it was 
| estimated, haye. been about two 
gallons per caput per. diem. Ex- 
i perience gained in Kowloon at 
that time had shown. that seven 
| gallons a day was for domestic 
purposes enough for the poorer 
Chinese, when there was no 
waste; and.

‘A bill, drafted on these lines, 
was read a first. time in this 
Council, but its object was mis- 
understood by the Chinese. They 
imagined that the aim was to 
raise revenue, whereas the real 
object was to- check waste. The 
then Chinese members of the 
Legislative Council represented to 
Government that the bill would 
fail in its object, as landlords, in 
order to make their houses at- 
tractive, would keep the © water- 
services in them and would ar- 
range to charge the tenants for 
their excess consumption. by. addi- 
tions-to the rent. The Chinese, 
it was urged, would . be better 
pleased if Government took steps 
to attain its object by direct legis- 
lation, at the same time increas 
ing the “free” supply to such pre- 
mises ag were allowed 

Idea Abandoned 

The Government thereupon aban- 
doned the idea of universal meter- 
age and determined to provide for 
the supply of water to the poor- 
er sections. of , the population by 
means, of street-fountains, a step 
which would have brough: 
distribution of water within the 
city into line with that then exist- 
ing outside its boundaries. 
the wealthier classes a supply of 
house serviceg would be provided, 
all such services to be metered 
and any excess consumption above 
a certain allowance to be charg- 
ed for. ‘Public fountains would 
be opened ‘throughout the city 
and all houses. would be discon- 
nected from the maina unless the 
owners agreed to the introduction 
of meters and signed an under- 
taking to. pay. for “excess consump- 
tion.”

A new bill was accordingly -jn-” 
troduced into Legislative Council 
|and passed as.Ordinance No. 29 
on August 12, 1902. The chief

ing. : 

Chinese Dissent 

The two Chinese members of 
Legislative Council dissented from 
this bil] also; and a petition was 
presented in August, 1902, hy thé 
Chinese inhabitants and firms of 
Hong Kong to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, praying 
that the legislation just passed 
should be disallowed, now known 
as the “rider-main — system.” 
should be _ introduced. The 
grounds upon which the Chinese 
objected to the new legislation 
were that the first three changes 
in the faw, as set out above, 
would entail upon the poorer 
classes much expense, trouble and 
inconvenience as regards their 
water supply; that there would 
be endless disputes bétween land- 
lords and. tenants as well-as be- 
tween the tenants themselves who 
secupied different floors or parts 
of the same building, and also be- 
tween ineoming and outgoing 
tenants: and further that by caus- 
ing the poorer classes of Chinese 
to use as little water as possible. 
cleanliness. and ‘sanitation would 
be greatly prejudiced. With res- 


| pect to the fourth change in the 


law the petitioners predicted. that 
under its operation the water-ser- 
vice of each and every tenement- 
house occupied by Chinese in the 
City of Victoria would be sum- 
marily cut off with a very small 
chance of any reconnection. 
Therefore, instead of the drastic 
measure of cutting off all water- 
service © from tenement-houses 
througtiout the year, the petition- 
ers urged the adoption. of a 
scheme suggested by Mr. Osbert 
Chadwick in a report on the 
water supply of Hong Kong, dat- 
ed April 18, 1902, in which he 
proposed that subsidiary mains of 
small diameter, now known as 
“rider-mains,” should be laid 
parallel to the principal mains.on 
one orboth sides of the city 
streets and that the house-ser- 
vices should be disconnected from 
the principal mains and connect- 
ed to the rider-mains. In.this 
way, the town would be divided 
up into blocks of convenient size, 


the water supply to which could 
be turned on and off independent- 
ly and in rotation. Thus the oc- 
eupants of tenement-houses would 
get a full supply, when the reser- 
voir storage warranted it, and the 
evils of the intermittent supply in 
time of drought would be mitigat- 
ed, 
A New Bill In 1902 

The Seeretary of State agreed 
with the petitioners. Approval of 
Ordinance No. 29 of 1902 was 
withheld and a new bill was in- 
troduced in this Counci} in July, 
1903, providing for the laying of 
rider-mains ‘in areas which. were 
defined as “rider-main - districts’~ 
This bill was passed into law on 
September 17, 1903. Under its

The present methed of payment 
for water is as follows. A rate 
of 2 per cent. on the assessed 
value of all premises, both on the 
island and on the majniand, is 
charged for water‘services. In‘ 
| consideration for the payment of 
this rate a so-ealled “free allow- 
ance” of water is granted. This 
“free allowance” is calculated 
from the number of thousand- 
gallon units which the 2 per cent. 
rate will pay for at 40 cents a 
unit. Thus, if the 2 per cent. 
rate on a given house were ten 
dollars a year, the “free allow- 
anee” would be ten dollars divid-} 
ed by 40 cents, ie, 25 units, Le., 
25,000 gallons a year. If, how- 
ever, as in the rider-main dis- 
stricts, a house is not metered, te 
question of “free allowance” does 
not -arise; no charge for excess 
consumption. is made, and the} 
supply is unlimited so-long as_the 
amount of water stored in our. re- 
servoirs permits, that is to say 
usually for about six months in a 
year. During the remaining six 
months, in time of water short- 
age; houses in the rider-main dis- 
tricts are often restricted to a sup-! 
ply of two hours a day. While in 
time of severe drought such as: 
wa have recently experienced, the 
supply even from. the rider-mains | 
is shut off and the inhabitants 
have to draw their water from 
the street-fountains. In Kowloon 
there are no rider-mains and all 
unmetered houses obtain their 
supplies fram the street-fountains. 

Excess Consumption 

“Excess consumption” in metered 
premises is charged for at the 
following prices. per thousand 
gallons :— : 

(a) filtered water— 

Hong Kong and Kowloon: 
cents. 

Peak District: $1.00. 

Waterboats, Wharves and Con- 
tractors in respect of their build- 
ing supplies receive no free allow- 
ance and pay a flat rate of: $1.00. 

(b)} unfiltered water—85 cents 
(Fanling $1.00) with no free al- 
lowance. No water rates are im- 
posed in districts supplied with 
unfiltered water. A-higher price 
is charged in the Peak District, 
because in that district the use 
of filtered water from the mains 
for flushing closets has been per- 
mitted. Accounts are rendered 
-quarterly and money does not 
reach the Treasury until some 4% 
months after the first day of the 
quarter brought to account.

A BAD PRACTICE 
In their report, the Salary Com- 
missions for Hong Kong state: 
revision of salaries’ in 
1920 the emoluments of the. Cadet 
Service -have been determined by 
means of a “time scale” in so far 
as the junior or Class II Officers are 
concerned, with five posts on a 
higher seale of salary for senior or 
Class -I Officers in ‘charge of the 
‘of Government. 
The scales then fixed commenced 
with a salary of £350 per annum 


‘for an Unpassed Cadet rising to 


£375 on his passing his second 
examiziation in Chinese, usually 
after about one year’s study, and to 
£400 per: annum on passing his 
fourth and final examination after 
Thereafter his 
salary rose by two annual inecre- 
ments-of £25 and fifteen annual in- 
crements- of £50 ‘to £1,200 per 
annum with two “effigiency bars” 
at £600 and £900 per annum. The 
five senior posts carried salaries. of 
£1,250 rising by annual increments 
of £25 to £1,500. An alteration of 
these salaries affecting the lower 
half of the time scale was ap- 
proved by the Secretary of State, 
(Telegram of July 9, 1928) “sub- 
ject to review by-proposed Salaries 
Commission.” As from January 1, 


1929, therefore, the inital salary of | 


an Unpassed Cadet became £375 per 


'annum rising to £400 on passing his 


second examination and to £440 on 
passing his final examination in 
Chinese; thereafter rising by nine 
annual increments of £40 and 8 
annual increments of £50 to £1,200 
per annum. The two seales coin- 
cide on and after the 12th year of 
service at the salary of £800. 
Suitable Recruits 

We understand that considerable 
difficulty has been experienced 
‘in obtaining suitable re- 
in England for the Cadet 
Service. In the Malayan Salaries 
Commission Report (1920) atten- 
tion is called to the difficulties ex- 
perienced by the Malayan Govern- 
ment in obtaining recruits for its 
Cadet service and to the fact 
that the service under the Govern- 
ment of Hong Kong was being 
given clear preference over that of 
Malaya presumably as the result of 
better financial terms offered by the 
former Government. In the last 
two or three years this preference 
has been transferred to Malaya, 
and it is now the Government of 
Hong Kong which finds it difficult 
to obtain recruits for its Cadet 
service. Only two Cadeis were 
selected from the Canadidates at the 
1926 examination although we 
understand three posts were offer- 
ed, and only two on the results of 
the 1927 examination although 
provision for four new cadets was 
considered to be the 
necessary. In 1928 six appoint- 
ments were made, probably, 48 a 
result of the concessions granted by 
the revision of the time scale and 
the addition of the percentage in- 
crease to salaries. We have care- 
fully considered the salaries paid 
in the Cadet Services of Ceylon and 
Malaya, and have given careful at- 
tention to the consideration that the

RECOMMENDED | 


FOSITIUN OF OTHER OFFICERS 


The report of the Salary Commis- 
sioners fur Hong Kong states: —The 
increase by 15 per cent. of the present 
slaray of ‘the Chief. Justice -, would 
bring it fo £2,760 per annum but the 
emoluments of the Chief Justice, like 
‘those of His Excelleney the Governo?, 
have been fixed in the past with special 
reference to the salaries pafd to Chief 
Justices in other Colonics. On that, ac. 
count. we do not consider that a salar; 
excecding £2,600 per annum should be 
suggested fot the Chief Justiceship uz 
Tiong Kong. This figure, on account of 
the proposed reduction of the existing 
percentage increase of 34.4 per cent. to 


| 15 per cent, will represent a considér- 


ubly lower salary than that at present 
drawn locally by the Chief Justice. At 
a 2/- dollar the loss will be £235.12.0 
per annum in the case of a married 
officer, and £257.16.0 if he should be un- 
married. On account of this decrease 
we recommend that the Chief Justice 
shoukl oceupy an official residence free 
of rent, which would reduce, but not 
altogether remove, the loss that this 
officer would otherwise incur, For the 
Puisne Tudge ive recommend a salary 
of £1,850 per annum. 

The posts of Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, Crown Solicitor and 
Land Officer are of a: similar nature 
and for them we recommend the same 
salary, namely, £1,150, rising by £50 
annually to £1,400 per annum. There 
is at present one Deputy Registrar on 
a. special scale of salary; for him. we 
recommend -a salary of £1,130- per 
anoum- until his promotion when, we 
understand, the special scale will be 
abolished: and the post will be graded 
along with the other Deputy Registrar 
the Assistant Crown Solicitors and 
Assistant Land Officer. For these pests 
we recommend a scale of £700 rising to 
£970 pet annum hy 2 increments of 
£30, 2 of £60 and 3 of £30, It will be 
noted that in the case of these legal 
officers we have placed the marriage 
increments at an earlier stage, namely 
after 2 years’ service only, in view of 
the longer training required for a legai 
officer and the consequent greater age 
on joining the -service. 

The pe st of European Interpreter is 
at present vacant. 
that ny useful purpose would be served 
at this stage by suggesting a scale of 
salary ‘for the post,'as the salary to be 
offered must depend largely on the 


qualifications and standing of an appli-

Mr. Prior submitted that there

His Worship decided that there 
was a case to answer. Mr, Prior 
then called Mr. HL. A. Rodgers, of 
the Hong Kong Land Investment 
& Agency Co, Ltd, who was Mr. 
Brayfield’s guest on the evening 
of August 25 and followed Mr. 
Brayfield, ut a distance, through 
the gate. 

Mr. Brayfield also gave evi- 
dence. He remarked, in the wit- 
ness box that the exhibit was a 
very cheap piece of machinery 
and a very poor type of Jock even 
for the dinfiensions of the exhibit, 
also that there was 
character on the exhibit and that 
this. might read “40 cents. a 
dozen,” (Laughter.) 

Argument - - 

Mr. Prior quoted Halsbury for 
the construction to be placed upon 
“any other matter or thing be- 
longing to the railway” in section 
56 of the Ordinance.

The railway 
had bought it from the Govern- 
ment and it was private land. 
The railway was entitled te lock 
its gates if it wished. Other -sta- 
tions like Kowloon {and else- 
where) were Jocked and no one 
aven noticed it. Only a few years 
ago, the railway had wateimen at 
every station. 

Inciting Others 

Mr. Brayfield, continued Mr. 
Baker, was an educated man. The 
railway would not think so badly 
of the offence .if,it were commit- 
ted by an ignorant person. . 

His Worship, giving his deci- 
sion, said he could not find any 
reason why Mr. Brayfield should 
ride along the railway. It had 
been stated that he had gone 
along to see some Boy Scouts 
bat that was not sufficient. 
And his doing so would 
incite others toe do the same. He 
convicted on the first charge but 
found Mr. Brayfield not guilty of 
the second. _The fine ai bond 
were as stated.

He (accused) Sieavs had to wait 
for payment for his articles, and he 
had obtained credit in Hong Kong 
in.the same way as any other. person 
obtained credit here. 

Free Passages ~ 

Lilius then went into detads of 
his movements since arriving here 
on the ss. “Taiyo Mara” from 
Yokohama on May 20. He had a 
free return passage valid until 
September 1, because he did some 
publicity work for the. shipping 
company. He stayed at the Penin- 
sula Hotel, Kowloon, on the arrange-

England Takes Lead-

BRIAND'S ENTHUSIASM 
London, Yesterday. 

Mr. Ramsay MacDonald leaves 
Geneva to-night, and reaches Paris 
to-morrow. It is expected that the 
British Premier will fly from Le 
Bourget to London. 

Speaking to-day at a luncheon 
given by journalists attending the 
meeting of the League in honour of.
